Cheetham's Manifesto. 
MR. EDITOR,

Ir is with indignation, that 
I find fo little notice has been taken of a 
moft {pirited and able manifefto, pubsifhed 
by the redoubtable captain Cheetham, not 
many years fince. For matter, manner, 
and effeét, I hefitate not to affirm, that it 
is entitled to a conf{picuous place among 
the moft ingenious produ€tions, that have 
diflinguifhed this or any other age. In 
taét I have no feruple in faying, that every 
man of judgment and penetration, will] at 
fight, pronounce it a mafter-piece in poli- 
tics, unequalled by any ftate paper that has 
appeared fince the time of Philip of Ma- 
cedon, 

Candor requires us to do juftice to the 
performances of genius, and to bring to 
light thofe original ftrokes of policy, which 
difcover not only the talents of the fatel- 
man, but alfo that fuperiority of difcern- 
ment, which points out the individual cal- 
culated to command the Opinions and con. 
troul the fentiments of mankind. With 
this intent, I have affumed a tafk which I 
wil might be difcharged by abler pens, 
i he name of Cheetham, however, prefents 
an interefting theme. The importance of 
the fubje€ will claim attention ; andit I 
fhould not treat it withthe ability itdeferves, 
1 teel confident that the indulgence of the 
liberal will confider the imperfe@ execy. 
tion of the defign amply compen{ated by 
the generofity of the motive. 

The merits of a politician are tefled by 
his conduét, his meafutes,. and their ef- 
fefis. We pronounce him a greai Ratef- 
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man, who has the art of turning every im- 
portant incident to his advantage ; who has 
the perfpicacity to perceive, and poffeifes 
the faculty of making tubfervient to his 
purpofes, thofe apparently unimportant 
circumitances, overlooked by ordinary 
minds, but which may materially contris 
bute tothe fuccefs et deep laid fchemes. 
It is the greatnefs of the conception that 
chara&terizes the dignity of a plan, but the 
policy of the execution confummates the 
glory of the condu€tor. In whatever point 
we view Cheetham, whether in the inge- 
nuity of contrivance, fertility in expedi- 
ents, facility of invention, or ability in ex 
ecution, his merit ftands confeffed and un- 
difputed; In reading the manifeftos and 
declarations of a Philip of M:cedon, of a 
Frederick the Great, of a Bonaparte, .we 
admire the ftyle of performance, the copi- 
oufnefs of invention, the energy of the 
expreffion, the force of the reafoning, the 
regular order of the arguments, the clear 
bold expofition ot fa€ts, and the ftrength 
of the conclufions from thole faéts ; yet 
we mutt allow that the power olf the {word 
communicated an adventitious energy to 
the pen, and that the chara€ter of the com- 
pofition was fixed by the point of the bay- 
onet. 

An kundred thoufand foldiers are em- 
nloyed by Bonaparte to enforce the moft 
convincing arguments. Thefe, indeed, 
carry with them a perfuafive eloquence, 
altogether irrefiflible. But Cheetham, no 
leis terrible on paper than Bonaparte is in 
the field, threatens to ** unmafk a fet of 
villains,” (politicai villains I prefume) un- 
lefs they comp!y with his demands; and, 
without the effufion of blood, his demands 
are complied with. He is fatisfied wiih 
their compliance, and thereafter prelerves 
a ftately dignified filence on the fubjeét. 
The villains remain unmafked. Chect- 
ham’s anger is appeafed, and he refts con- 


tented. By this bold ftep, he has raifed 
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mercenary. 
by the party for which he engaged, is a 


himfelf above the condition of a common 
The conceflions made hiat 


virtual acknowledgement of his power. 
He now commands, and is obeyed. He 
denounces and his denunciations are car 
ried into effe&t. The honorable appella- 
tion of Ciintontans, which formerly dil- 
tinguifhed the party, is now changed into 
the more illuftrious one of Cheethamites. 
We fhall now no longer bear of the con- 
du& and fucceffes of the Clintonians. In 
the narrative of their affairs, whenever oc- 
cafion requires the mention of the party 
by name, the dignified appellation of 
Cheethamite will add treth fplendor to the 
elegant and inftruétive columns of Ga- 
zettes. 
As the diftinguifhed qualities of Cheet 
hatn have elevated him to the rank of 
chiei of his party,-and firft member of 
council of intrigue and deliberation, I 
prefume that the confidence repofed in 
him and his information with refpe& to 
the flate of his party, muft be commenfu- 
rate with his influence and power, It 
would be offering the higheft infult to his 
underflanding, to indulge tor a moment 
the fuppofition, that he was unacquainted 
with the chara&er and condu€t of his prin- 
cipal adherents and fupporters.

From thefe 
caufes, much greater importance wall be 
attached to his declarations, his opinions, 
and his a€tions, than to thofe of the mi- 
nor fpirits of the party. The proceedings 
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of conclaves lay open to him the defigns 
ot the heart, and the fpring of a€tions. 
Even the corruptnefs of his own princi- 
ples, favors a corre judginent of the 
principles of thofe with whom he'afts. 


Alchough Cheetham mainiained a pow- 
erful influence with bis party, from the 
commencement of his editorial career, yet 
I fix the era at which he became leader in 
form, to the term of -his declaration of 
threats. ‘1 will unmafk”’ fays Cheetham, 
** a fet of villains,”’ unlefs they comply 
with my demands, Spare us, fay the ob- 
jes of his threats, and we will fubmit to 
any terms you choofe to impofe. Me.

He is paral- 
ized and confounded. He fits mute and 
motiontefs tor feveral minutes. At length, 
as it frightened from a deep fleep, he {tarts 
up trom his chair. And now, as if by e- 
le€tric impulfe, he ftarts again—walks 
precipitately acrofs the room, uttering, 
with vehement rapidity, incoherent fen- 
tences that keep time with the movement 
of his feet. Inthe height of this tempett 
of mind,enters little Manikin Rikert ; (ihe 
angry threats of Cheetham had been read 
by him, and funk deep in his mind) his 
countenance and mein exhibiting a molt 
comical fpe@acle of ridiculous affli€ion. 
A pititul figure he truly feems, Methinks 
the fight of him, places me in.a dilemma 

- fomewhat like that of the father of the great 
9% Pantagruel, whole wife died in child- 
d, and lelt him in a quandary, whether 

to weep for the lofs of a wife, or laugh for 
the birth of a fon. How. he behaved at 
aft is not mentioned by the indefatigable

During this folemo ftill- 
ne{s, the renowned Tunis Wortman, ac- 
companied by the American Cicero, the 
great orator Few, make their appearance, 
Meiancholy clonds their afpeéis, and anx- 
ious care fits brooding in their breafts. A 
weight of grief bears down cuftomary eti-

downcah. Doletul glances communicate 
a contagious fympathy; and the briny 
tear rolls in forrowtul ftreams adown their 
piteous cheeks. At length the great man 
rifes mejeftic as M‘Fingal in turnip bin, 
and with a pathos that would melc a ftune, 
explains the fad caufe of his affliction. 
As he proceeds in this affe@ting ftrain, the 
venerable Olgood fhows his reverend 
{conce—thrice rolls up his devout eyes 
—thrice heaves up three pious ejacula- 
tions, and thrice lilts up his hands in fer- 
vent ecitacy. The great man fits down. 
An a-vtul filence prevails, and in filence 
I will leave thefe worthy compeers. In 
what manner and by whom I conceive 
this filence to have been broken, I referve 
for relation at a future time. ‘The glory 
of pacifying Cheetham, [ em willing fhould 
be afcribed to them alene; and for the 
purpofe of placing the merits of their ferv- 
icesin the moft luminous point of view, I 
engage, in proper feafon to introduce to 
the public the Manifefto of Cheetham, in 
amanner f{nitable to its importance and 
the dignity ot his chara€ter. 


Betore I conclude, permit me, Mr. E4-

way by tie operation of the in ' ereat prin- 
ciples of corruption. For my gait, liruf 
inthe good fenfe of the people ; end tho’ 
pefhi m, prejudicc, and delufi .n may en- 
deavor to bar every avenue to the under- 
flanding, there is always Iett epen a pafs 
toconvittion, Le: us make ufe of every 
honeft exe:tion to feize that pafs. Let us 
try what we can ¢ffeét by ridiculing the 
follies end denouncing the knaveries of 
vice. With perfeverance in our labors, 
fuocels will be the iffue of our toils. I 
know there are fume men, wish ambition 
fo grofsly pervetied, that they preter liv.

THE abfurd and ridiculous tales propa- 
gated of the poplar worm, and the terror 
and needlefs anxiety which they have ex- 
éited tar and wide, ferves admirably to i!-

ftill lefs is fhe ever known to place, infidi- 
oufly the fting of the fcorpion in the tail 
of a caterpillar; every intelligent perfon, 
theretore, will be cautious how he yields 
with facility, his affent to the tales told of 
this miraculous reptile, viz. that its bite or 
fting is inflantly fatal, and that it is formed 
of materials that refift the aftion of arfen- 
ic, vitriol and aquatortis. 

It is to be regretted that a fhade tree,

And it shall be the duty 
of the secretary of the iretsury, to cause essays of 
the toreign gold ard silver coins made current by 
this act, to be had at the mint of the United State, 
at least once in every year, and to make report cf 
‘the result thereof to Congress, for the purpose of 
enabling them to,make such alterations my shis act, 
as may become requisite, from the real star dard wa- 
lue of such foreign coins.

TOKNADO. 

Pinctneywitle, May 19,8 P. m,—Yesterday there 
pissed through this placea violent tornado, which 
has nearly destroyed the village ; a heavy rain had 
fatien on the evening of Tuesday, and the morn'ng 
of Wednesday wascloudy. About a quarter before 
7 o'clock the firmament became much darkened, 
and in afew minutes the awful approach of this 
whirlwind was announced by the falling of trees 
inthe vicinity. The general course of the tornado 
was from the south west tothe north east, aud its 
duration about a mixute, accompanied with some 
hail and a torrent of rain ; the following stare- 
nent comprizes the damages—commencing at the 
south west end ofthe village —Mr. Curtis’s black- 
smith shop unroofed and nearly blown down; Mr. 
Curtis and journeyman sought and found safety in 
2 neighboring cluster of woods, by laying fat on 
the earch—the dwelling house of Mr John Horton 
unroofed ; the top of his kitehen blown away, and 
several hundred feet of paling tore down; Mr. Hor- 
ton, his wife and children were injured in.the dwel- 
ling house, and several servants were in the kitch- 
en. A small frame store howe belonging to Mr. 
Mace, iv which his clerk, Mr. Morrow was in bed, 
wis blown 16 feet intothe street. A large building 
of captain Randolph's occupied by Messrs. Folks, 
and who were init at the time, was unrooted. The 
roof of the meeting house was crushed in, and the 
body of the house with irs contents, raised from the 
blocks and carried one hundred and seventeen feet 
in a course of north, 54 degrees west. A new 
heavy lug building, 22 by 18 feer belonging to 'squire 
Dawson, was levelled, and not a vestige standing 
but the chimney : at the time of its tumbling, Tho- 
mas Lilley, his wife, and three childyen, who had 
moved into the house butthe day before, were in 
one corner of it. A large log building belonging 
to Mr. Samuel Perry blown down, and a considera- 
ble part of the fence carried away ; In this house 
wasa woman 2 done child —A log building occu- 
pied by Wiliam: Dawson as a saddler’s shop, blown 
down. Capt Randolph's building occupied by Mr. 
Nathan Kemper as a tavern, a stable, and some oth- 
er small bu:ldings were unroofed; in this house 
were M. ssrs. Kempers and six other persons. One 
side of the dwelling of Mr. Lyons was vncovered 
and a corn house and his fences blow 1 down ; 1,200 
feet of new cypress paling from arcund captain 
Randolph‘s lors blown down ; andtwo br ck chim- 
mes trom his dwelling, to the hips, a sma! covered 
way between his warehouse and store crushed in 
and the warehouse which was la: e+ and com ined 
a quantity of heavy goods, moved 5 wche, on the 
blocks. A pigeon house underpinned with brick 
and one other small buildi ig biourn down A Socal 
bog srable belonging to Dr. Backus unroofed ‘tesa 
two old buildings belonging to Joha Wa'l.

For regifterin,; Births and Deaths, withe 
in the compad part of the city of Hud- 
Son. 

Passed Sth July, 1806. 


BE it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and 
Commonalty of the City of Hudson, in Common 
Council convened, That on and after the first day 
of August next ensuing, ic shall be the duty of every 
householder or head of family, (imeluding the ever- 
seers of the poor house and hospital,) living in 
the compact part of the city of Hudson, as designa- 
ted by Jonas Smith's plat, on the evéne of the birth 
of any child, also on the decease of anys ia 
any manner appertaining to such household or fami 
ly, (vagrants or transient persons excluded,) to 
make report of the same, to the clerk of this city 
within the term of one week after Such birth or 
death, at the same time giving notice of the day of 
birth and the name and sex of the child horn, and 
the names of its parents, and also the name and age 
of the deceased, and the disecse or acciklen: as the 
case may be, of whicit the person so reported died, 
all which the said clerk shall enter and record ina 
book to be provided and kept for the p of re- 
cording all bigths and deaths, which shail take 
place after the date aforesaid and within the limits 
aforesaid ; for entering which the clerk shali be enti- 
tled to, and receive ten cents for each and every 
birth or death so recorded, to be paid by the person 
$9 reporting. 

Aud be it further ordained, by the authority atore- 
said, That any householder or head of famuly as 
above said, neglecting to comply with the requisi- 
tions of this ord narce,shal! on conviction forfeit and 
pay the sum of two doliars to be recovered with costs 
of suit on complamt, by action of debt or otherwise, 
befure any justice of the peace wishin the said city, 
in the name and lor the use of the mayor, recorder, 
aldermen and commoialry of said city.
